Beer linos hla dliaatrooa failure on the Coor
of the Stock Bxohange last alay, Washington
Qulnlau haa not beau blm.elt. lis never at-

tempted to himself In business, but
spent his time dttting from place to plaet, and
bo had travelled all over thla country,

A mnn registered the name "8. O. Spencer,
Troy," at the Kenmore Hotel, Albany, Satur-
day afternoon, and a few tioura after waa
found dead In bed In hla room, with an empty
vial that had contained fourteen grains of
morphine on tne bureau.

There waa a sealed envelope on the bnreau
addressed to William J. Qulnlan, Jr., and tbe
latter was sent for.

He Identified the dead man aa Ms brothir.
Investigation showed that Washington Quin-

tan bad registered at the Globe Hotel only a
few hours before ta "C. Holmes, San Fran-
cisco, and the key to hla Globe Hotel room
was found In his pocket.

In the envelope address to V, J, Qulnlan,
Jr. , were found two Lako Shore railway bag-

gage checks, the visiting card of A. W. Simon-so- n

and a prescription numbered tbe same as
the lauel on the empty vial.

Ills clothing waa carefully arranged on a
chair by the bei.lde, and tne brother waa of
tne opinion that tbe overdose of morphine waa
accidental, us Washington had suffered with
rheumstisin and lniomnla lor many months.
But tne Coroner thought tbe surroundings h

ate I suicide.
Wllll.m J. Qulnlan said y that he had a

talk with tbe Albany Chief of Police laat nljht,
and ibxt alter a thorough investigation tkat
omital had concluded that hla brother Wash-
ington's death was accidental.

Washington Qulnlin began life under the
most favorable auaplces. He waa one of three
sods ot William J. Quiulan, wno waa a
founder of the Chemical Bauk. Washington
began hla bniine.a career as a clerk In the
Mercantile Bank, but hla health filling in 1880
he left ids place and spent the fallowing six
years travelling In Europe.

Ills father leit him r50. 000, and In 1836
Washington returned to New York, bouchi a
seat In the Mock Exchange and did a general
"room trading" bulnea., speculating on but
own account wl'h varying success.

Lsst May be wss one ol tnose who beired
stocks while the silver boom waa constantly
buoying tnem, and he got caught 33; 000 shares
short.

Saturday, Mays, he disappeared ana Bun-da- y

eveuiuz, in view ot the Immense con-
tracts th it he must lultll next day, h.s friends
deemed It advlianle to appeal to the police.

He
never married, but waa a popular ulub man,
being a member of the New York, the Union
League ami the New York Yacht Club. He
was at one time Treaaurer of the Culver Hall-roa- d

While paaalng
through Wllloughby street be waa met by a
fellow-memb- ot tbe Bridge Street African
Metnodltt Church, who told him that a crowd
of men were In a asloon on the corner of
Prtnoe and Wllloughiiy streets, and that the
bar waa running In full blast.

the place he waa surprised to see an officer in
full uniform coming towards him.

Overton turned upon his heel and left the
saloon, and resumed his search for tne mu-

Overton returned he waa questioned about the
matter.

To Capu Campbell, be admitted having
gone Into the place to arrest tbe bartender and
coming out without making an arrest, hat gave
aa an excuse tnat he thought it was) tbe
duty of tbe other officer to make
tbe arrest. Tbe other policeman, Overton
aald, waa longer on the force, and be thought
tbat if he had acted in tbe matter he would
have been looked upon as belugtooofflcluns.

CapL Campbell learned later that the other
policeman was Officer Mannlx, wno Is In tbe
same section aa Overton, though they do not
sleep In Ihe aame room.

Capt. Campbell, when seen by an Evxnino
World reporter and asked what would be
done In tbe matter, aald:

" There ta only one oourae tor mo to pursue
in the matter and tnat la to prefer charges
against Overton and Manulx.

"It will not do for Overton to plead that be
had no warrant to make tbe arrest. A wurraut
is neceaaary six days In tbe week, but ou bun-da- y

none Is necessary. I will make charges

John Million's Horriblo Death in

Caught Sleeping by a Tllnze From
an Overheated Stove.

He lilted Mullen up and dragged him outside,
where It waa found that he was horribly
burned. Policeman William J. Dnscoll sent
for an ambulance, and burgeon Bostwlck,wbo
responded, pronounoed the man dead.

He said Mullen had been smothered before
being burnedr The body was taken to tbe
Thirteenth Precinct station house.

Mullen was frightfully burned about the
head, face aud legs, audjatbe clothing was
burned Irom hla body.

Tne police report the man as a vagrant,
though an Etxmno World reporter beard that
be bad parenta and brothers living somewhere
In bpencer street. It 1. also aald that be waa
married but bad separated from hla wife.

The Bathgate akeleton revealed Itself In the
form of a yoang woman who called herself
Matilda Bathgate, claiming to be tbe un-

recognized daughter of Baehelor Alexander
Bathgate and an Irishwoman who, many
years ago, waa a servant In tbe home of these
famous people.

The death of tbe Batngaeta leaves an estate
valued at half a million dollars, and tbe young
woman, though she abandoned her efforts to
obtain recognition In 1888, will now revive her
claim and demand a share In tbe estate.

Tbe Bathgates lived for half a ceutury, each

loned bomestepd at Uue Hundred and Seven! j- -

flrst street and Third avenue, In what la known
a' Central Momaanla.

Ml.s Margaret Ann Bathgate died of pneu-- I
monla March 8, and her two brothers, Alexin,
der Bathgate and Dr. Jitnea Bathgate, who
weru In apparently good health tbeu, died
Friday last only a few mlnutea apart, after an
Ulne.s ot oolr nine days.

Jane Batbiaie Beck, the widow of W.
J. Beck, , who had coma over from her
home In Bo, tun avenue, Vteit Farms,
to nurse her brothers, waa stricken down la.t
week aud waa so very 111 tnat the knowledge
of tbe death ot bar brothers waa kept from her,
and they were buried yeaterdav in tbe old Sb
Ann's Unurcnyard, tit.
